Marshal Devanney and Deputy Dis- 


trict Attorney Heiulz. of Cincinnati, 
arrived in the city last night, coming 
to the rescue of deputies Heher and 
Kric.ker. 
In mayors' court this morn- 


ing Heher appeared to answer to tho 
charge filed against him by Jack Lewis 
of pointing fire arms. 
J. S. Dodge 


appeared for the plaintiffs and Attorney 
Hciutz for the defense. 
Heher pleaded 


not guilty to the charge and the trial 
was continued to Monday, April 20th. 
Bond of §100 was furnished, Deputy 
Marshal Krickcr going his security. 


Quite a number of the- interested 


drifters who held logs belonging to 
Crane & company were present in the 
mayor's office and to them Marshal 
Devanney clearly stated the way mat- 
ters stood. He explained that it was 
not the intention of the officers 
or 


Crane & company to do anyone an in- 
jury. 
The logs had been replevined in 


the United States circuit court and he 
was only carrying out the orders of the 
court. 
The logs would not be turned 


over to Crane & company until they 
had put up bond to doubly cover the 
value of the logs as is customary in all 
replevin suits. 
For every log t;iken 


up by the officers, a receipt would be 
given and when litigation ended all 
claims would be paid. 
If an injustice 


was done any of the drifters they could 
have ample recourse to law and bring 
suits for damages if they were wronged. 
The explanation was satisfactory I" 
the majority of the drifters and it is 
not likely that the officer will meet 
with any further resistance in gather- 
ing up the logs. Rafters could not be 
secured hero and a crew from Catletts- 
bnrg came down on the Chevalier at 
noon.

Now that the Easter holidays are 


past and the work in tho school room 
has again commenced in earnest; now 
that hundreds of pupils in our city are 
in daily attendance with book and 
tablet and pencil and a mind on mis- 
chief bent, or struggling with the 
knotty problems that confront them, it 
may not be out of order to make a few

offered by our public school system 
than which there is none better and 
few, if any, its equal. 


There are, of course, local disturb- 


ances, differences of opinion and some- 
times contentious, but they are as tiny 
ripples on tho bosom of a mighty river. 
To live in a state like Ohio, whose edu- 
cational advantages and the complete- 
ness of whose common school system 
casts n halo about her, is indeed a bless- 
ing in itself—a blessing not fully ap- 
preciated by some but a, blessing never- 
theless—for which the present and ris- 
ing generations may well be thankful 
and in consequence of which, genera- 
tions yet unborn will rise up and call 
its 
originators' and 
perpetuntors, 


blessed. 


But it is not the system of public or 


private schools, however perfect, nor 
tho opportunities, however grand, that 
make the scholar. 
The ultimate suc- 


cess depends upon the pupils them- 
selves. Of course the teacher, the 
parents, the text books and the system 
along tho lines of which the schools are 
conducted, are factors, but tho pupil 
alone is the chief factor, compared with 
which all tho others pale into utter 
insignificance. 
Upon every boy and 


girl—every young man and woman of 
today—depends their future destiny. 
They may write their names upon the 
pages of history in letters of gold, to 
bo read and honored by generations yet 
to come, or they may become incysted 
with ignorance and with vice, its com- 
panion, and follow the path that leads 
to obscurity. 


Lot every boy or girl, or every young 


man or young woman who reads these 
lines remember this: 


Upon 
oyu depends your future. 


Your parents may provide you a home 
with the necessities or the luxuries of 
life; they may provide you with books 
and all the aids known to science and 
art; the doors of our institutions of 
learning may swing open for yon; com- 
panions may invite you to come and 
teachers may reach out to you a willing 
hand to help you and to guide your un- 
certain footsteps over tho rugged road 
that leads to usefulness and on to fame, 
but all will be vniu unless your heart 
and soul are in the work. Unless you 
grasp the helm yourselves hold it with 
a firm hand and look forward with an 
ever watchful eye, your barque will 
be broken upon the rocks of indiffer- 
ence, and the flood of lost opportuni- 
ties will forever hide you from view. 
Balls, picnics, parties and many other 
names are g.iveu to these dangerous 
reefs that are scarcely hidden beneath 
tho surface of your scholastic sea, and 
the baa-quo of mauy a young man and 
young woman has been wrecked upon 
them or lingered leagues behind iu con- 
sequouco of tlioir interference. 


It is scarcely necessary to adduce 


proof in support of tho declaration that 
upon you, with the opportunities that 
ure yours, depends your future success. 


Those characters whoso names are en- 


rolled upon tho list of honor and stand 
out prominently on tho pages of his- 
tory, who builded the temples of their 
own fame from foundation to turret, 
are legion.' Take for instance the pres- 
idents of tho United States iu the order 
of their administrations: Washington. 
John Adams, Jefferson, Madison, Mon- 
roe, John Quiucy Adams, Jackson, Van 
Buren, William Henry Harrison, Tyler, 
Polk, Taylor, Filmore, Pierce, Buchau- 
an, Lincoln, Johnson, Grant, Hayes, 
Garfield, Arthur, Cleveland, Benjamin 
Harrison, as well as many other men 
contemporaneous with them, and you 
will fine} that all are the architects of 
their own greatness and that many of 
them, step by ctep, tunneled or carved 
their way through the granite barriers 
of public opposition or indifference, 
from 
poverty and obscurity to the 


dazzling height of their glory. 
And 


such a, work lies before you and such 
possibilities aro wiithin your reach. 


Mountain and plain may sink from 


sight and oceans roll where now the 
forest waves; the relics of the Mound- 
builders, 
the Cliff-dwellers and tho 


AMPCS 
may be forgotten; 
granite 


obelisks may crumble to dust and the 
pyramids of the Pharaohs be buried be- 
neath the shifting sands of the desert 
but the name that you—young man, 
young woman,—can build for yourself, 
will abide for ages after all else is gone 
and forgotten. 
The falling leaves of 


centuries can not cover it, nor can th; 
hand of Time hide it with the veil of 
years. 


It may seem like a fall from the sub- 


lime to the ridiculous to add what must 
yotbo said to complete tho chapter, but 
we add it in tho hope that it will bene- 
fit sorno one who reads it. 


There is a class of people who fail in 


spite of all the opportunities and helps 
that are at their command. This class 
you con pick out almost to a pupil, on 
the streets. It is made up of those 
who arejrude to their playmates, rude 


to strangers, and who neither heed 
their parents nor their teachers. You 
will notice them on the streets during 
the day and often late into the night. 
If boys, yon will find many of them 
year or two later, in the pool rooms, 
gambling dens, crap joints, and finally 
in the gutter, in jail, in the peniten 
tiary and on the gallows. 
If girls, 


yon will find them at questionable 
balls, mixed picnics and other places 
where they should not "be, and then- 
alas! the picture is too dark for pen to 
portray, and as we turn from it the 
wail of a heart-broken mother or the 
sobs of a father, bowed down with sor- 
row and shame, come to us, like the 
chill blast of winter would come in the 
summertime of life, or the sobbing of 
the restless sea. Yes, the barque has 
been wrecked and the star of hope has 
gone down forever. 


Then there are others who fail and 


fall in other ways, and they, too, are 
to be pitied. We have known the most 
promising school girl to become so seri- 
ously afflicted with heart disease - that 
she had .to have two or three young 
men take turns during the week in 
waiting on her and sitting up till 
quite late to quiet that refractory en- 
gine of the human mechanism. Of 
course, we feel sorry for them, but it is 
not pity or sympathy that they want, 
but parental restriction. Young men 
are frequently afflicted in the same way, 
except that they are not prostrated and 
are generally able to go out for^treat. 
ment. They hunt up their nurses and 
submit to the treatment two or three 
evenings in a week. This form of heart 
disease is contageous among school 
boys and girls, and if not; cured in its 
early stages, proves an effectual bar to 
further prggress in study. 
It is under- 


stood that the disease is carried about 
by a little fellow in scanty attire with 
wings on his shoulders, and is called 
Cupid. When he flits in at the win- 
dow, 
the guardian angel of research, 


knowledge and progress goes out at the 
back door and seeks a more congenial 
clime. Lovemaking and study don't 
mix any more than oil and water. We 
have known young people to recover 
from these attacks, but even if they do, 
much precious time has been lost and 
things are never just as they were be- 
fore, so beware of this and 
other 


breakers. If your boat dees not go 
down on it, it will idly ride the waves 
until the fleet .which you started is far 
out upon the great ocean of life. 


Let all students note well their op- 


portunities and see that not a golden 
moment goes to waste. 
If you fail in 


this year's school work, it will be your 
own fault, but if you heed this warn- 
ing, you will not fail. 


The nation needs you and stands 


waiting for you to take the reins of 
government; humanity appeals to you 
to fit yourself for a life of usefulness in 
the years to come. From among your 
number must come the future Her 
schels, the Gallileos, the Pastelozzis 
tho Freebcls, the Peabodys, the Han 
cocks; yes, the Washingtons, the La 
fayettes, the Commodore Perrys, th 
John Paul Joneses, 
the Websters
